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The present application shall be recognized to be rejected on the following 
ground. It is required that the remarks, if any, be submitted within sixty 
days from the date on which the present NOTICE was mailed. 

GROUND 

[Ground l] 

It is recognized that the present application does not satisfy the conditions 
prescribed in Paragraphs 4 and 6 (ii) of Article 36 of the Patent Law 
because of the defectiveness of the description in DETAILED 
DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION of the present application on the 
following point. 

REMARKS 

(l) As to the recitation of invalidating the "functions for displaying (the) 
content" in claims 2, 6 and 10, it is unclear what kinds of processes they 
refer to, and it is also unclear how the recitation relates to the 
embodiment(s). Since gradation in the embodiment is part of the 
animation content, it is considered that the gradation function, which 
seems to indicate its presence/absence, does not correspond to the recitation 
in the relevant claims. 



Accordingly, the detailed explanation of the invention of the subject 
application does not describe the matters recited in claims 2, 6, 10 and 
claim 13 referring thereto, in a manner sufficiently clear and complete for 
the invention to be carried out by a person having ordinary skill in the art. 

[Ground 2] 

It is recognized that, because the invention described in the following 
claims of the present application could have been invented readily by a 
person having ordinary knowledge in the field of the art to which the 
present invention pertains prior to the filing of the present application 
based on the invention as described in the following publication(s) 
distributed in Japan and/or foreign countries prior to the filing of the 
present application, a patent cannot be granted thereto under the provision 
of Paragraph 2 of Article 29 of the Patent Law. 

REMARKS (See the list of the cited references.) 
[As to claims 1-3] 

Reference 1 discloses a system where rendering processes with 
different degrees of precision are selected in units of objects based on the 
types of the objects so as to obtain more real expression of the plurality of 
objects within a frame with limited hardware resources and limited period 
of time. 

When the invention of Reference 1 is compared with the claimed 
invention, the "types of the objects" in the invention of Reference 1 
correspond to the "priorities" in the claimed invention. The "different 
degrees of precision" in the invention of Reference 1 mean that detailed 
portions are selectively displayed. This corresponds to "suppressing 
display of part of the objects" in claim 1 and "invalidating part of the 
functions" in claim 2 of the present application. 

Accordingly, there is no particular difference therebetween, except 
that Reference 1 does not disclose display control of the objects in 
accordance with complexities. 
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As to such a difference, Reference 2 discloses a system where an 
object having total complexity that is smaller than a prescribed percentage 
is selected for plotting. 

The inventions described in References 1 and 2 both relate to 
selective plotting of the objects, and belong to the same technical field. 
The combination thereof does not provide an unexpected functional effect to 
a person skilled in the art. 

Accordingly, the claimed invention would have been readily 
conceivable for a person skilled in the art, by incorporating the control in 
accordance with complexity as described in Reference 2 into the system 
described in Reference 1. 

[As to claim 4] 

Reference 2 describes the matter explained above. 

Reference 3 discloses a real-time reproduction system of moving 
images, where image data is divided into processing units for reproduction, 
and the processing is omitted on the processing unit basis when the 
processing is complicated and behind the schedule. From the description 
in paragraph [0041] of the detailed explanation of the invention, this 
includes the case where one frame is omitted in accordance with the delay. 

Accordingly, the claimed invention would have been readily 
conceivable for a person skilled in the art, by configuring the reproduction 
system as described in Reference 3 to omit the frames as necessary in 
accordance with complexities as described in Reference 2. 

[As to claims 5-13] 

The invention recited in claims 5-13 differs from the invention 
recited in claims 1*4 only in category. Since it is considered that the 
invention different only in category is described in References 1-3 for the 
reasons set forth above with respect to claims 1-4, a patent cannot be 
granted to the invention recited in claims 5-13 on the same grounds as 
claims 1-4. 
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
